S p o k a n e F a l l s (Wash.). July 28th — 
Last night’s fire at Wallace, Idaho, in the 
Cceur d’Alene mining district, almost an­ 
nihilated the town. The ruin is complete. 
Not a basiness house was left standing. 
The total loss was $412,000. On this there 
is only $38,000 insurance. 
The fire started at 7 o'clock in the Cen 
tral Hotel and in two hoars everything 
was gone. 
The snpply of water in the 
reservoir gave ont after ten minutes’ work 
by the firemen and the town was left at 
the mercy of the flames. 
Everything was 
burned, many men losing even their coats. 
Antonio Demorco was burned to death 
in his brother’s saloon. 
Help is already pouring in from sur 
rounding towns. 
Spokane Falls has sent 
two carloads of provisions, Wardner $1,000, 
Mullane $600 aud others smaller sums. S. 
G. Reed, owner of the Bunker Hill and 
Sullivan mines, sent a check for $500. 
The work of rebuilding has already be­ 
gun. Seventeen merchants came to Spo­ 
kane Falls to-night to order goods. 


ALMOST A LYNCHING. 
At one time to-day it looked as thongh 
there would t>e a lynching. A crowd of 
roughs secured a barrel of whisky and 
drank about half of it. When a citizen re­ 
monstrated with them they drew revolvers 
and threatened to kill him. Angry citizens 
rushed in and were about to seize the 
roughs and hang the ring-leaders, but 
wiser counsel prevailed. 
The burnt district covers about eight 
blocks, the fire even reaching up on the 
surrounding hills and consuming part of 
the residence portion of the town. 
The flames are still raging in the timber 
on the surrounding hills. 
A vigilance committee has been organ­ 
ized for the protection of property and the 
punishment of lawlessness, but so far has 
had no occasion to act. A large number of 
people passed last night in the open air. 
but shelter has since been provided. Brick 
buildings will take the place of the trame.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF TH E BATTLE. 


L o n d o n , July 28th.—The Times' dispatch 
from Buenos Ayres says that President 
Celman’s police and cavalry suffered terri­ 
bly in attacking the Circas and troops yes­ 
terday. The Provisional Government re­ 
opened a heavy artillery fire at dawn Sun­ 
day on the troops nnder Vice-President 
Pellegrini. A terrible mistake occurred 
during the fight, the Eleventh Regiment 
suddenly turning in favor ot the Provisional 
Government, approached the artillery, and 
before they could make their friendly re­ 
lations known to the insurgents they were 
mowed down in a narrow street. The 
Minister of War was wounded, arid the 
Minister of Finance taken prisoner. Col. 
Marmendia, Major Campis and many other 
officers were killed, and the commander of 
the former was shot by his own men. 
A short armistice was had at noon. The 
armistice lasted one hour. A I o’clock the 
ships began f iriD g on the Government 
house, Pellegrini having refused to accept 
the terms of the Provisional Government. 
The whole navy has declared in favor of 
the Provisional Government. Patagonia 
is bombarding the Government house, and 
Parana is shelling President Celiuan’s resi­ 
dence. The Government boats command 
the railways from north.

The For­ 
eign Ministers have instructed the com­ 
manders of the American, British and 
Spanish gunboats that if the fleet resumes 
bombarding to protect them jointly, and 
that it is contrary to the tales of war to 
bombard an open city without giving no­ 
tice.

ABSURD CHARGES. 


The latest absurdity is that put forth by 
the New York Star. 
It is nothing less 
than the charge that the taking of the 
census was manipulated with the intention 
o f securing such a reapportionment as will 
increase Republican strength in Congress. 
The enumerators the Star calls “depopu- 
lators,” and the Superintendent of the 
Census is charged with acting under the 
instructions of the Administration for the 
purpose referred to. 
One of the reasons given for the indict­ 
ment by the Star is, that the Superintend­ 
ent refused to order recounts in the dis­ 
tricts where the enumeration has not come 
up to the popular idea of what it should 
be. 
In New York, for iustanGe, estimates 
ruatie by city officials put the population 
fu lly ‘200,000 in excess of the figures re­ 
turned by the enumerators. Ilut the latter 
insist upon the accuracy of their returns, 
and point with force to the fact that they 
made actual count and record, while the 
city officials only “estimate,” and that the 
records show a count to have been made in 
every house in the city. 
Now the truth is that the estimated and 
the real census never agree. 
There is a 
disposition in all communities to overstate 
the population. 
Rut at no time in the 
history of the country has this tendency 
been so 6trong as in the present. 
The de­ 
cade has been one of “booms” and infla­ 
tion, and in nothing more than in the esti­ 
mates of population, the values of realty, 
and the advantages of towns and districts 
inviting immigration. 
There is not a 
town or city in all California that has not 
sufiered mortification on the disclosure of 
the enumeration by the Census Marshals. 
The towns have all fallen below the esti­ 
mates of enthusiastic citizens. 
In the 
cases of San Diego, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco there were discrepancies between 
the estimate and reality to the extent of 15 
or 20 per cent. 
Throughout the whole of 
the West, where the speculative fever has 
raged, the estimates of population far ex­ 
ceeded the census returns, and even upon 
the Atlantic coast the falling ofl from esti­ 
mates was great. 
In the South, however, it turns out that 
the enumeration and the estimates kept 
pretty nearly abreast. 
The reason is ob- 
viotts—the estimates were more conserva­ 
tive than in the North, because the specu­ 
lative fever has not so much prevailed. 
Now if the Administration had a desire to 
control the enumeration venally, would it 
■no', have manipulated it so as to increase 
Republican strength by shearing Demo­ 
cratic enumeration in the South ? It turns 
out, however, quite the contrary. 
• 
One of the most singular statements 
made by the Star is that proof of fraud is 
found in the fact that in New York, for 
instance, the percentage of increase in the 
decade was less than in the decade ending 
with 1880, though the aggregate increase 
of the population has been enormous. 
Now the enumerator»' figures give a basis 
«pon which the |K*rcentage can he calcu­ 
lated, while the estimates of the objectors 
are purely conjectural, and are very largely 
animated by the desire to make a phe­ 
nomenally large showing. 
If there was a 
purpose on the part of the Superintendent 
of the Census to make the returns con­ 
tribute to Republican itrength, we ought to 
fin-1 the large enumerations in Republican 
districts and the small ones in Democratic 
strongholds. 
Rut it happens that to this 
date there lias been made no complaint of 
any such discrimination. 
In the cases of 
charges of inaccurate enumeration, the 
political complexion of the district has 
been as often Republican as Democratic— 
in fact, there had not been given a partisan 
phase to any of the complaints until the 
Star preferred its absurd charges. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF PROPERTY-OWN 
ERS. 


In the S u n d a y U n io n we commented 
upon the proposition of the San Francisco 
Grand Jury that the owners of property 
on which disorderly houses are kept, real 
estate rented for such purposes, should he 
pursued under law and be held to ac­ 
countability. 
We approved the proposi­ 
tion. 
A citizen objects to the position 
taken, and insists that under no law can 
the owner of property, who rents it inno­ 
cently, be held res|>onsihle for the charac­ 
ter of the house kept by the tenant, at 
least not until the expiration of the lexse. 
N o one said anything to the contrary, 
in the abstract. 
Intent is the essence of 
crim e in all cases. 
Rut at the common 
law the maintaining of a disorderly house 
is an offense. 
Under the statute of this 
State it is an offense. 
Ry the same law it 
is declared to be a misdemeanor to rent or 
let property with the knowledge that a 
disorderly house is to he kept on the prem­ 


ises. 
Moreover, it is w ithin the province of 
m unicipal corporations by ordinance to 
b old owners to responsibility for the char- 
a c ttr of the house, after notice th at its 
keeping 
is 
w ithin 
the 
statute 
of 


offenses. 
To the excuse that if the owner 
has rented the place innocently he cannot 
be held to responsibility until the termina­ 
tion of the lease, we might reply that 
the conversion of the premises to uses that 
are prohibited by the law is a violation 
of the lease, and puts a remedy in the 
hands cf the landlord. 
Of course no pro­ 
ceeding for the suppression of a nuisance 
or for punishment for crime can be taken 
except through the Courts and according 
to the laws of the land, and the expression 
in the article referred to cannot be tor­ 
tured into any contrary view. 
W e maintain, as heretofore, that it is 
within the purposes of the law and the 
province of the municipality, in the exer­ 
cise of its police powers, to declare that 
disorderly houses are nuisances, and after 
notice to the landlord that his tenant is 
making the premises a nuisance, hold him 
to responsibility for any further letting of 
the place for such purposes. 
The citizen 
who criticizes the position taken, will do 
well to inform himself upon the law before 
antagonizing that position, which, we re­ 
assert, is sound in law.

ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY MILES AN 
HOUR. 


Professor Elihu Thomson in his recent 
lecture on the subject, said that scientists 
now have reason to expect speed from loco­ 
motives to be operated by electricity equal 
to one hundred and fifty miles an hour; 
that steam machinery has reciprocating 
parts that must be put in motion and that 
are constantly subject to couditions of re­ 
versal, but that in the electrical locomo­ 
tive the motion is rotary continuously, 
making it possible to run with economy at 
an enormously high speed. 
He believes 
that in an other hundred years one hun­ 
dred and fifty miles an hour by rail will be 
the standard speed; that in that time 
means for keeping the cars on the track 
will be discovered, and all the necessary 
methods for the application of the power 
and for the construction of the proper loco­ 
motives. 
W hile it is possible, with a 
motor operated by electricity, to obtain a 
rotary motion that would theoretically 
give a speed of one hundred and fifty 
miles, after due allowance for friction, and 
for the drag of a train, there are engineer­ 
ing difficulties that will remain to check 
any such application, except on short and 
air lines. 
It would he simply impossible 
to run cars bearing human beings at any 
such sjteed as that contemplated over roads 
through countries with heavy grades and 
curves of necessity determined by the topog­ 
raphy of the land. 
On air lines, and pos­ 
sibly with cars constructed without wheels, 
something on the plan of the water-slide 
railways, a speed of one hundred and fifty 
miles an hour might be obtained from 
electrical power even now. Certainly what 
can be done on a mimic scale can be 
adapted to a somewhat larger system, and 
mechanical skill has long since given us 
machinery that permits of revolutions suf­ 
ficient to propel cars at the speed named. 


NOT STATE COMMISSIONERS. 


Messrs. De Young and Forsythe, ap­ 
pointed by the President of the United 
States as members of a National Commis­ 
sion, are in no sense World’s Fair Com­ 
missioners for California. 
The Commis­ 
sion to act for this State has not yet been 
appointed. 
The misapprehension concern­ 
ing the relation of these gentlemen to the 
State has grown out of the fact that their 
names were recommended for appointment 
by the Governor. 
Rut this does not con­ 
stitute them Commissioners for California. 
They are simply members of a National 
Board appointed and commissioned by the 
President to have personal control of the 
Exposition. 
They will possess no right of 
authority over the Calilornia exhibit any 
more than that general control of the en­ 
tire exhibit vested in the Board to which 
they belong. 
When California appropri­ 
ates money to make an exhibit, a Commis­ 
sion to have charge of its expenditure will 
be created. 
The members of the National 
Board residing in California and appointed 
by the President are good appointees and 
will no doubt serve with distinction, but 
they do not—as is erroneously supposed— 
constitute a Commission for California. 


A w e a l t h y citizen of Sonoma county 
proposes to set aside a tract of C00 acres 
on Russian river, nearly the whole of 
which is covered by giant redwoods, for 
the perpetual use of the [teople as a park. 
There will be a sufficient endowment fund 
provided for the care of the tract, the lay­ 
ing out of drives and walks, the erection of 
conservatories and houses of entertain­ 
ment, and the clearing out of undergrowth 
and the preservation of streams and the 
trees. 
His idea is to make it free to all 
the people, but not to permit encamp­ 
ments in it, for fear of fire: to prohibit 
the cutting of the giant timber and to 
secure a plentiful supply of conveniences 
for furnishsng water to man and beast 
throughout the tract. 
In the park are 
many trees 300 feet in hight and from 
five to fifteen feet in diameter. 
In the 
tract are also 200 acres that he proposes 
shall be cultivated in orchard growth, to 
add to the support fund he will provide, 
lie will create a Board of Trustees of citi­ 
zens holding high stations, and will, while 
he lives, act with the Board of Control. 
His purjtose is to preserve a considerable 
section of redwood timber land as a curi­ 
osity, which in fifty years, he thinks, it 
will be, and to create a park to which all 
the people who wish may go to rest and 
find nature in her unadorned state. 
It 
will also lie a game preserve and will be­ 
come the home of fine same, while the 
conservatories and garden tracts, he de­ 
sires, shall be devoted to the cultivation 
and distribution of rare and valuable 
plants. 
The scheme is a commendable 
one. and does honor to the public spirit 
of the citizen—Colonel Armstrong of Clo- 
verdale. 


I n many cases recently where there has 
l>een suspicion of poisoning as the cause of 
death, the ferreting out of the crime, if 
any, lias been defeated by undertakers in­ 
jecting into the veins of the bodies arsen­ 
ical compositions for preservation of the 
remains. 
In nil such cases chemical anal­ 
ysis is impossible for the determination of 
the question of the cause of death. 
It is 
now proposed, and with wisdom, that 
there shall be no more embalming allowed 
in cases where there is 
110 certificate of 
death by a reputable physician, until 
after there has been held an inquest or 
until after the Coroner gives permission. ' 


T h e r e is a new philosophic teacher in 
this city with a new doctrine and no small 
following, who preaches that the earth is a 
hollow sphere and that we are in the cen­ 
ter of it.

THE DYING TRAMP. 


A R id icu lou s Story T h at C om es U p F rom 
th e W ild s o f N ew M exico. 
A San Francisco paper yesterday had a 
“special” dispatch (which was probably 
clipped from a Boston paper), relating an 
absurd story told by one Edward Callahan, 
who lately arrived there from this coast. 
Callahan is rep tried to have said that in 
1885 be came across a dying tram p on the 
plains of New Mexico, who told him he 
was Tip McLaughlin, who had murdered a 
man in Sacramento, and that he was “ tried, 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged ’ 
therefor. 
H e also gave Callahan a history 
of his life, “ which was a continual story of 
crim e.” 
But the most absurd and preposterous 
pan of the story is thus told by Callahan, 
as related by the dying tram p: 
“ When be was taken out of Court the 
officer in charge of him sa id .‘Well, Mc­ 
Laughlin. I guess we will take a drink be­ 
fore I lock you up.’ They weut into a 
saloon and McLaughlin sar down to plav 
stud horse poker for the drinks while the 
officer looked on. Pretty soon McLaughlin 
said he was going out of the back door fora 
m inute. 
He did so aud the officer did not 
catch him 
He got down to San Francisco 
and there he shipped on a trading schooner 
going down the coast and then went off 
into Southern California.” 
In the hrat place, Tip McLaughlin had 


I not led a life of m urder and bloodshed, and 
‘ was know n during his long residence here 
i as a rather qniet m an. A blackm ailer had 
attacked his character, and in a m om ent of 
frenzy thereat, and while UDder the in­ 
fluence of liquor, he shot and killed his 
supposed traducer. H e was tried and con­ 
victed, it is true, but he did not go out with 
an officer to play poker. The Judge of the 
Court announced the verdict of the jury, but 
neglected to rem and M cLaughlin to the 
custody of the Sheriff; and as'M cLanghlin 
had been oat on hail, and not in the 
Sheriff s charge, it did not occur to that 
officer that it was his daty to take charge of 
the convicted man. 
McLaughlin got up, after the verdict had 
been announced, walked out of the Court­ 
room and suddenly disappeared. H e was 
smuggled out of the city by a few friends, 
and managed to board a vessel leavitig for 
8outh America. A num ber of old Califor 
nians afterward met and conveised with 
him in Valparaiso, where it is said he died 
or committed suicide a great m any years 
ago. 
Judge Raruage’s blunder in neglecting to 
rem and M cLaughlin to jail, after his con- 
vie ion, was so severely criticised that the 
Judge took it deeply to heait. 
It served to 
defeat him for a re election, and he thence­ 
forward declined rapidly and died a m en­ 
tal and physical wrecK. ’ 
The story of the dying tram p, as “spe­ 
cially” telegraphed, is the rankest non-

There ia not m uch that can be added to 
the story told in yesterday s R ecobd-U nion 
concerning the particulars of the terrible 
tragedy that took place near the Coeumnes 
river on Sunday, in which W alter Lewis 
Pearson iost bis life. 
The ioquest was held at the wire bridge 
on the Cosumnes river yesterday by Deputy 
Coroner George H. Clark. 
The autopsy 
was made Dr. George A. W hite, County 
Physician. 
The jury found that deceased came to his 
death from knife wounds, and charged the 
Chinaman captured by F. M. Grimshaw— 
who had been identified as one of those 
who took part in the fight—with the crime 
of murder. 
The jury was composed of the following- 
nam ed citizens: 
John 
W illiams, J. I. 
Pratto, W . C Sheldon, M. Thome, P. W ag­ 
goner, Philip Jenkins, Frank Murray, R. 
T. Hawkins, P. W. Scott, Jam es R. Collier, 
E. J. Lynch, T. J. Grimshaw. 
_ Among ihe witnesses who testified at^he 
inquest was W. E. Startsm an.the man wuo 
appears to have been the prime cause of 
the unfortunate affair. H e is the wood- 
chopper who. some days before, had bad 
trouble with one of the Chinamen on D al­ 
ton’s fruit ranch, and who went to the 
place on Sunday for the purpose of show­ 
ing that he coaid whip the Chinaman. 
In his testimony he stated that he went 
from Dennis D alton’s place to John Pear­ 
son's on Sunday, arriving there just at din­ 
ner time. Edward Dalton spoke to the 
boys about going in swimming, and after 
dinner the party started for the river. It 
was composed of Startsm an, E lw ard Dal­ 
ton. H enry Daken, W illiam Daley, Jacob 
Pearson, Hod Pearson, Alvy Pearson and 
the deceased. They passed D alton’s place 
on the way, and Dennis Dalton and Pat 
rick Doran joined them . In passing the 
Chinese camp on Mr. Dalton’s place some 
one rem arked that they had better go in 
and get some fruit. One of the Chinamen 
brought out some peaches and gave them 
to the party. The white men sat down and 
ate the fruit. 
“ After 
awhile,” 
says Startsman, 
“I 
walked over to where W alter Pearson was 
standing and asked one of the Chinamen 
why he came at me with a gun [on a 
former occasion], when I had a right to go 
in and fiet fruit for Mr. Dalton. H e re- 
E 
lied that I was stealing his peaches. H e 
ad a short knife in his hand. Cnttine 
peaches. 
He struck at m e with it, but did 
not cut me. 
He then arose and kicked me. 
I picked up a stick, but did not try to bit 
him . 
H e then ran behind a big fig tree. I 
stepped to one side a little so as to defend 
myself. 
He kicked me and grabbed the 
stick, and then some Chinam en gave a 
war-whoop, and the Chinamen arose and 
commenced striking with their knives, 
clubs, etc. There were six or seven China­ 
men, and all but one had knives.” 
According to Startsm an’s story, the fight 
then became general, and soon he heard 
Jacob Pearson say his son was dying. He 
saw Dennis Dalton standing near the out­ 
side of the yard, some thirty feet away, 
who called to him to come out. As he got 
out of the yard a Chinam an made for him 
w ith a shovel, but failed to hit him , and 
went Dack when Dalton spoke to him . He 
says he did not see any of the white men 
during the fight, except Dalton. Deceased 
was behind him (Startsman) when the 
fight commenced. 
Startsm an claimed that he was unarm ed 
at the time. 
A nother witness testified that Startsman 
began quarreling w ith 
the 
Chinaman 
whom he had gone there to whip, and the 
trouble was thus precipitated, although it 
does not appear that any of the white men, 
except Startsm an, had done anything to 
incur the enm ity of the Chinamen. 
W hen the row started W alter Pearson 
was standing in the m idst of the group of 
Chinese, and he was about the first to re 
ceive attention. H e was caught by two 
burly Mongolians, shoved up against a 
shed, and ruthlessly stabbed to death. In 
the m eantim e the others got away as best 
they could, except a young brother of the 
deceased, who fought for hint and came 
near falling a victim to the fury of the ex­ 
cited and bloodthirsty Chinam en. 
F. J. Grimshaw, a resident of the locality 
where the m urder was committed, and 
several others went on duty on Sunday 
night in the hope of capturing some of the 
escaped Chinamen, who, it was thought, 
m ight return to the house. Mr. Grimshaw 
was rewarded by having one of the China­ 
m en creep out of the cornfield under the 
muzzle of his gun, and he was taken 
prisoner. 
H is face was badiy bruised, and 
a brother of the murdered man recognized 
him as ODe who had hold of the latter and 
whom he (the brother) struck in the face 
Sheriii McMullen left the Cosumnes with 
the prisoner about daylight, and arrived in 
the city at about S o’clock a. m. 
W hen he 
reached Florin they learned that a China­ 
m an employed on Dr. H ughson’s place had 
arrived there with fouroftheescaped China­ 
m en, and bad started for this city with three 
of them . The Sheriff made all haste, and 
learned at Guthrie's Station, just outside 
the city, that the Chinamen there left the 
wagon, which returned to the Hughson 
ranch. 
Sheriff McMullen came into town and 
at once sent Deputy Beckley out to bring 
in the driver of the wagon and his com­ 
panion. 
H e m et on the way Mr. Busick. 
W alter Peaison's] father-in-law. who had 
already arrested the driver of the wagon, 
taken hi™ part of the way to this city, and 
then let him go. 
Mr. Beckley then went to the Hughson 
place, and discovered that the other C hina­ 
m an had disappeared. 
They are both 
believed to have skulked across lots into 
this city and that they are now here in 
hiding. 
Sheriff McMullen learned soon after his 
return to town that several Chinamen had 
taken passage for San Francisco by the 
early morning train, and telegraphed to 
Sheriff Hale, of Alameda, to intercept them 
at Oakland. By his mistake, however, the 
telegram was sent to Alameda, instead of 
Oakland, and before 8heriff Hale received 
it the Chinam an had got to San Francisco. 
Several residents of the locality where 
the tragedy occurred came to town yester 
day, and will assist the officers in the 
search for the murderers, on the supposition 
that they may still be hiding in tom e of 
the Chinese dens in this city. 
It is quite 
likely, however, that if they did not leave 
on the train yesterday Ürey are at some of 
the Chinese camps ontTide the city—say in 
the brush aloDg the American river bot­ 
toms, where many Chinamen are engaged 
in potato raising.

The City Board of Education met last 
evening, all of the members being present. 
Three communications, signed by pupils 
of the Sacramento H igh School, were read 
to the Board, asking that Mr. Fond be re­ 
tained as Principal of the school, as they 
considered that it would be detrim ental to 
the school should Mr. Pond withdraw. 
Director Tafts thought the resignation 
should not be accepted. Several of the 
parents of the pupils had been to him and 
requested that Mr. Pond be retained as 
Principal. The scholars liked him and 
wanted him as their teacher. 
Director Payne moved to accept the res­ 
ignation. H e thought the Board would be 
a laughing-stock if it refused to take such 
action as was requested of it. H e thought 
Mr. Pond had been altogether too hasty, 
and he also had an idea that the latter was 
trying to run the Board. “ I also believe 
Mr. Pond is the anthor of these petitions,” 
said Mr. Payne. 
t 
“ No, he’s n o t; I know he’s not,” replied 
Director Tufts. “ The scholars circulated 
that petition.” 
“I’m inclined to believe as Mr. Payne 
does,” said Director Senatz. 
“If a man 
employed by me, came and asked to be dis­ 
charged, and stated that he didn’t w ant to 
work anv more, I certainly would give him 
his walking papers,” 
Director Chipman said he was going to 
vote in the way that he considered would 
be to the interest of the school and the 
pupils. H e believed Mr. Pond was a suc­ 
cessful teacher and ought to be retained. 
Directer Sherburn wanted Mr. Pond re­ 
tained. A large num ber of the parents of 
the pupils had been to him earnestlv re­ 
questing that the resignation be not ac­ 
cepted. H e considered that the Board 
would be doing a rightful act by refusing 
to entertain the request. 
'I don’t think he’s been snch a success 
as a teacher,” rem arked Director Erlewine. 
“ H e’s not practical at all, in my judgm ent, 
and I came to this conclusion from hearing 
him address this Board. 
I believe we can 
get hundreds of other teachers as capable 
if not more able than Mr. Poad.” 
Mr. Payne considered Mr. Pond's remarks 
at the H igh School exercises last Thursday 
night very poor.

THE PA CIFIC SLOPE 
W onderful Energy and 
Push 
of 
the 
People. 
W ashington, July 2Stb.—First Assistant 
Posuuaster-tieneral" Clarkson returned to­ 
day from his six weeks’ visit.to the Pacific 
slope and resumed his duties at the Post­ 
office Departm ent. To a representative of 
the California Associated Press who called 
upon hita, the General spoke of his trip 
and treatm ent in the highest m anner. He 
said he fonnd the people of the slope to be 
a most progressive class, and he was really 
astonished at the wonderful energy and 
push they displayed. 
H e had beard before 
his departure on his trip ol this, but was 
inclined to doubt it. 
Now. after visitiDg 
that section he was almost prepared to be­ 
lieve anything that was told him . He 
said the Pacific slope was, indeed, a won­ 
derful country, and its citizens were wide­ 
awake and ready to take advantage of every 
opportunity that arose. 
In regard to mai! facilities, which he 
went to invesiigate, he said that tie had 
noted a num ber of places where mail 
service could be improved and he would 
incorporate his views in a report to the 
Postmaster General urging certain chauges 
which be believed would be a benefit to

REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


They W ill A rrange M atters So as to Tire 
th e D em ocrats. 
W ashington, July 28th.—The Republi­ 
can Senatorial caucus to-night was attended 
by about thirty members. Senator Sher­ 
man presided. H is statem ent was that the 
caucus had determined to fix the hour of 
meeting of the Senate after to morrow at 
10 o'clock, and continue in session as long 
as possible, the tariff bill alone to be con 
sidered for several days, and then dis 
placed, for a tim e at least, by the river and 
harbor bill. The object of this policy is to 
endeavr.- to force the Democrats to show 
their purpose toward the bill, w hether or 
not it is to be one of delay. The Republi­ 
cans hope to tire out the Democrats, who 
are to be left to do all the talking, except 
when necessary to answer some point. 
The bill to transfer the revenue m arine 
will be postponed until after the tariff hill 
is out of the way. 
According to all reports the election bill 
will be discussed only incidentally. There 
was no announcem ent by any Senators 
w hether or not they would sapport the bill 
in the Senate. 


E lectric Toting M achine. 
W ashington, Ju ly 28th.— The House 
Committe on Rules gave a hearing to John 
A. Enos, an inventor, who seeks to havean 
appropriation of $60,000 made to defray the 
cost of installing his patent electric voting 
machine in the House of Representatives. 
Enos explained the workings of his m a­ 
chine, and brought to the attention of the 
committee facts to dem onstrate its proba­ 
ble utility and economy. H e stated, for in­ 
stance, that during this session there bad 
been over three hundred roll-calls, each 
consuming thirty m inutes, or an aggregate 
of thirty working days. 
H e asserted that 
by the use of his machine twenty-five days 
could have been saved. The committee 
took the m atter under advisement. 
Postal T elegraph BUI. 
W ashington, July 28th.—At a meeting 
of the Senate Committee on Postoffices and 
Post Roads to-day, the postal telegraph 
bill prepared at the Postoffice Departm ent 
was again considered. T he proviso as to 
the eleventh section was stricken out. It 
was asserted by Dr. Green, President of 
the W estern Union Company, in his argu­ 
m ent before the House Committee, that 
the proviso would operate to shut out his 
company from bidding for Government 
business, and upon this being shown to 
the committee to-day it was voted that the 
proviso be stricken out. 
Extension of Appropriationa. 
W ashington, July 28th.—It has become 
necessary, in view of the failure of Con­ 
gress to act finally upon all the regular ap­ 
propriations, to provide for the further ex­ 
tension of appropriations on the basis of 
those made last year, and Chairm an Cannon 
of the Appropriations Committee, has been 
instructed to report to the House a suitable 
joint resolution. The bills that rem ain un­ 
disposed of are the sundry civil, fortifica­ 
tion, Indian and District of Columbia ap­ 
propriation bills. 
Rill to Set Aside Public P ark Lands. 
W ashington, July 28th —Vandever to­ 
day introduced a bill for the preservation 
of the m am m oth trees of California. 
For 
this purpose ¿ownship eighteen south, 
range num ber thirty. Mount Diablo me­ 
ridian, is reserved and will be drawn from 
settlement, occupation and sale and dedi­ 
cated and set aside for a public park or 
pleasure ground. Suitable rules are to be 
prescribed and enforced for the protection 
of trees, game, minerals and curiosities. 
A ppropriation for ihe Soldiers’ Home. 
W ashington, July 2 8 th — Tbe House 
this afternoon nun-concurred in tbe Senate 
am endm ent to the sundry civil appropria­ 
tion bill, increasing the appropriation for 
the Soldiers’ Horae at Santa Monica from 
$90,000 to $117.000. The Califjrnia delega­ 
tion hopes to have the m atter fixed satis­ 
factorily in the conference committee.

Aldrith offered a resolution tiring the daily- 
hour oi meetiug at 11 a.m. 
legal is suggested an understanding that the 
business of the morning hour snail be consid­ 
ered c used at 1 o'clock. 
Allison did not wish it implied that the Sen­ 
ate would devote two hours a day to morning 
business. 
Ingalls said he did wish just such an implica­ 
tion. As soon as the tariff bill, the appropria­ 
tion bills and the election bill had passed, Con­ 
gress would undoubtedly adjouru promptly; 
therefore, whatever was to he done between 
now and the time of adjournment, in considera­ 
tion of measures ou the calendar, would have 
to be done in the morning hour. There were 
several hundred hills on the calendar entitled 
to consideration. 
Cockrell asked what was the use of the Senate 
passing hills when the distinguished gentleman 
iu charge of the House did not give any atten­ 
tion to them. There were now ou the ea etidar 
ol tne Uou-e hundreds and hundreds of bills 
passed by the Senate and no attention paid to 
■ hem. Among them was a bill retundiug the 
direct tax, also two bills recently passed.aud re 
gardcd on the other side of the Chamber as very 
ini|«rtaut measures, the shipping bills, and 
they were being left to “sleep the sleep that 
knows no waking ” 
Hawley did not agree with Cockrell. He 
wnnted his own ammunition in order, so he 
could go home with a clear record. 
The resolution as to meeting at 11 was agreed 
to, with the uuderstauding that the Senate shall 
adj -urn at 6. 
Aldrich moved to proceed to the consideration 
of the ta- iff bill. That motion was antagonized 
by Cray to proceed to the consideration of the 
House bill for the trans er of th-Revenue .Ma­ 
rine to the Navy Department. The latter mo­ 
tion was agreed to—ayes 26, nocs 25. 
Cockrell continued his argument in oppo­ 
sition to the bill 
He had not concluded tms 
speech when, at J o’clock, the presiding offii er 
laid betore the Senate the lan d bill as unfin­ 
ished busiucss 
Gray moved to continue the consideration of 
the revenue marine bill. 
Frye said the frleuds of the revenue bill liad 
occupied but au h .ur aud a hall upon it, all the 
rest ot the time It was as evident to the Senate 
as if the purpose had been announced, that the 
lime had been occupied for the purpose of pre­ 
venting a vote ou the measure. That only indi­ 
cated (what he believed ini tbe necessity-"of the 
previous question in the .Senate of some way to 
stop debate: of some way to prevent the Senator 
from getting up every morning for three or lour 
mornings in succession and reading from the 
report ot a clerk in the Treasury Department 
Why should not a vote be taken on the bill ?

SACRAMENTO MARKET. 


A GREAT ENTERPRISE. 


The A m erican R iver Lum ber and W ater 
Company G etting U nder W ay. 
[Folsom Telegraph, July 26th.] 
Colonel George W . Cummings was in 
town on Sunday last, looking after his 
business interests here. H e looks hale and 
hearty, and is head over heels in work. 
His camps are lively places. 
H e has two 
m ills in operation—a wooa and saw-mill. 
The saw-mill has a capacity of about 15,000 
feet a day. The saw-mill was shipped on 
the 3d day of July from San Francisco, and 
on lire 15th of the same month cut the 
first log. The m ill, it wiil be seen, was in 
working order within twelve days, includ­ 
ing the day of shipm ent and delivery. 
This is probably the quicket work in the 
saw-mill line of equal magnitude ever 
done in the State, and the Colonel feels 
proud of the achievement. The road over 
which the machinery was moved is known 
as theM osquito grade. It descends into tbe 
canyon of the south fork of the American 
river, and crossing a suspension bridge, 
which bobs up at one end as the loud enters 
on the other, then climbs the opposite side 
of the canyon to a night of 1,200 feet. 
The road is of the zigzag order. In m ak­ 
ing tbe turns with the heavily loaded 
wagons it was necessary to jack-screw the 
rear end in one direction and the front 
wheels in the other, while taking the load 
up the grade by means of ropes and pul­ 
leys. The capacity of the wood mill is 
forty cords a dav. 
A chute, half a mile 
long, with a descent of 080 feet in that dis­ 
tance, is used for taking wood to the river. 
The Colonel is waiting for the lower 
stages of the river before driving tbe wood 
down to the boom. W hen they start send­ 
ing the wood down here one thousand 
cords will be sent at one time, or at a 
drive, as it is called by the lum ber men. 
The logs are hauled to the head of tbe 
chute, where they are cut into four-foot 
lengths by the use of a lightning drag- 
saw, and as fast as the plots are split, the 
wood is thrown into the chute. 
The chute is V shape, and built of plank 
one and a haif inch thick, lined with oak 
an inch thick. The wood goes like a shot 
out of a gun down the chute. 
That this is 
literally true is proven by an instantaneous 
photograph which we saw. aud which was 
taken when the wood was coming down. 
The only resemblance to the slick of wood 
as it leaves the lower end of the chute is 
a long white streak. 
There are thirty-two men employed in 
the lum bering operations—twenty in the 
wood camp and ten in the sawmill. The 
sawmill camp is about a m ile west of 
the wood camp, which is about twelve 
miles from Piacerville. At the sawmill 
there is also a chute three-quarters of a 
mile long, having the same perpendicular 
drop as the wood chute. This sawmill 
chute is designed to carry the railroad ties 
and like products to the river, down which 
they wiil be floated to the boom at this 
place. 
The Colonel says the men who went with 
him from Folsom are all well, and that in 
a short time more men will be stationed at 
the boom here to look out for the wood and 
lim ber that will be sent down.
